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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the applicant's response electing claims 7-1 1 , 
19 and amendment to claims, filed on 8/26/2005 and 5/18/2005 respectively. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 7-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is 
no explicit disclosure in the instant specification for the amended claim language 
for "detecting a location of the insulating substrate relative to an irradiation 
position of the laser light for every shift of the insulating substrate of 
predetermined distance in the shifting direction". 

Claim7-11, 19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The limitation include the language 
"band-like" is indefinite in scope. Clarification requested 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "continuously moving" in line 10. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Correction required 
because the base claim 7 includes "shifting". 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Yamazaki et al (2005/0239299) teaches rotating the 
substrate and irradiating the first region and second region repeatedly with laser 
light. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims7, 19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 8-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
